Higher Salaries for Teachers. 


The cnisado for higher salaries and 


better qualifications for school teach- 
ers of the state was started In the 
senate yesterday afternoon when six 
measures In line with the recent re- 
port of the state's educational com- 
mission were introduced, three by 
Senator E. E. Moore, two by Senator 
Slack and one by Senator T. T. 
Moore. 


Senators E. E. Moore 
and 
Slack 


were members of the educational com- 
mission and Senator T. T. Moore is 
chairman of the senate committee on 
education. 
The committee on educa- 


tion will hold an open meeting Friday 
night to consider the bills, and mem- 
bers of the state board of education 
and of the 
educational

One of the measures Introduced by 


Senator E. E. Moore deals with the 
salaries and qualifications of teach- 
ers. 
For teachers who are Just begin- 


ning the work the salary a day shall 
be determined 
by 
multiplying 
2% 


cents by the general average attained 
In the last preceding examination at 
which the applicant appeared; 
for 


teachers of one year's experience the 
multiple shall 
be 3 cents and 
for 


those of three or more years' experi- 
ence the multiple shall be 3% cents. 
At present the multiples for the re- 
spective grades are 2 cents, 2% <jents 
and 3 cents. In each case 2 per cent, 
is added to the general average for 
full attendance at the county Insti- 
tute. 


A complete high school education or 


its equivalent is to be required of 
each teacher. Beginners must hold at 
least a twelve months' license and 
shall have had at least, twelve weeks' 
training in a training school for teach- 


. Those of one year's experience 


shall have had twenty-four weeks In 
a training school and Khali hold not 
less than a two years' license. Those 
of three or more years' 
experience 


must be graduates of a professional 
school and must hold a three years' 
license. 
All 
experienced 
teachers 


must have success grades. If a trus- 
ee pays less than the salaries stlpu- 
ated he shall bo fined $100, maximum, 
and shall be liable to suit for recov- 
ery of the wages.

CHILD IABOR CRIME 


AGAINST THE 


Senator Beveridge Argues 


For His Bill in Most 


Striking Speech. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—Senator Bev- 


eridgc, of Indiana, addressed the sen- 
ate today In support of his bill to cor- 
rect the evils of child labor through- 
out the country by barring from the 
rights of interstate commerce pro- 
ducts of child labor as made under 
certain specifically prohibited condi- 
tions in the proposed law. A large 
audience in the galleries , heard and 
he was listened to with close attention 
by tho senate. 


His speech was delayed because of 


the discussion occasioned on the house 
provision, increasing the salaries of 
senators, members of the house and 
cabinet officers. 


Mr. Beveridge's Speech. 


Senator Beveridge spoke in part as 


follows: 
. . « 


The census shows' that nearly 2.100.000 
child breadwinners under 15 years of ;ise 
arc now nt work. Of them", almost 700,- 
000 are engaged In work other thnn agri- 
culture. 'Child labor CPU the farm Is good. 
This bill does not strike at that. 
It 
strikes only nt child slavery in factories, 
mines and sweatshops. 


Appalling: as the census figures are., 
they are much below (he truth. Jlen and 
women who have given years of painstak- 
ing Investigation to this evil, testify that 
only a part of the little children at work 
in factories, sweatshops, and mines and 
In other like industries were returned 
hy the census enumerators. I here pre- 
sent affidavits showing the prevalence 
of the labor of children from less than X 
years of age to 14 years of age In states 
where the census returns show not much 
child labor employed. 
[Senator Beveridge then presented a 
large number of affidavits, with photo- 
graphs of child breadwinners.] 
The evil then exists. 
What does H 
mean? First. It means inhumanity. Let 
me give you Illustrations: 


Typical Examplet of Child Slavery. 
Mr. John Spargo. author of "The Bitter 
Cry of the Children." tells of one little 
irlrl at Atlanta. Ga.. who said: 
"When 
1 work nights I's too tired to undress 
when I Rets home, and so I goes to lied 
with my clothes on me." 
He tells of another little girl In Pater- 


son, N. ,T.. who works In the steaming 
*oom of a flax mill, standing barefooted 
In pools of water twisting colls of wet 
lemp. He says that when he saw her 
she wns "dripping wet. and In the coldest 
evenings of winter little Mario and hun- 
dreds of other little girls must come out 
of the superheated steaming rooms In 
:ust that condition." 
He tells of a glass factory, surrounded 


>y a high fence with several rows of 
larbetl wire stretched across the top. 
which the foreman explained was needed 
localise "It keeps the young Imps Inside 
once we have got them for the. night 
shift." 
He tells of a tiny girl 7 years ok) who 
lad worked for twelve 
hours a 
day 
n an oyster canning factory at Oxford, 
Md., and Maryland has over 200 canning 
establishments employing young children. 
Mr. Spargo describes the terrible work 
of the "anapper-'.ip" 
and 
carrylng-in" 
loya In glass factories and says that the 
dass Mowers themselves seldom permit 
heir own children to work In glass fac- 
orles. 
He quotes one glass blower in 
llassboro, N. J., a« saying to him: 
"I 
would sooner see rny boy dead than work- 
ng here." 


Boys on the Coal Breakers.

Children In Glass Factories. 


Florence Kelley found It Impossible to 
. f t consecutive answers from boys In 
<l:tss factories because of the speed tlu'y 
w*jre required to keep up. Khe says: 


A hoy would say: "My name Is Jim- 
my." and then trot to the cnollng ovens 
with his bottles and returning say. iu 
answer to a fresh i|iicstlon. "I live'ln n 
shanty bout." and then trot off and re- 
turning say: "I am s"liiK to bi< S nuxt 
summer." 
Among 
twenty-four 
lads questioned during one night's In- 
spection. not one ventured to stop long 
enough to put together two of the foro- 
golns; statements. • • * The speed re- 
quired of the children and the heated 
atmosphere rendered continued trotting 
most exhausting. One hour of .steady 
trotting In pure air tires a schoolboy 
of 7 lo H years. 
But this little lad 
trotted hour after hour, day after day. 
month after month. In the heat arid 
dust. * • • Al the close of the day's 
work or the night's, work the children 
went from the heat and Blare1 of the 
glass ovens Into the cold and dark of 
the morning or evening. .They went 
with men with whom they worked to 
the nearest saloons; to buy the cheap 
drinks which were freely sold just 
across the street from tin; works. All 
the boys uso tobacco, usually chewing 
It. * • • As seen and heard at their 
work at the closing hour, these children 
were stunted, illiterate, profane, ob- 
scene. ruined In .body and In mind be- 
fore they entered upon the long adoles- 
cence known to happier children., 
Here Is another example given by\Mrs 
velley. quoting the child's own account 
of its work: 


I till a bin with packages ready for 
the driver to put In his wagon. I be- 
gin about 7 o'clock and., work all -day. 
The wagon comes out at 8 In the even- 
ing. Then I fill my bin for the driver 
lo put In his wagon, ready for the tnorn- 
mg. the tlrst trip. I stay by the bin 
until HI at nlfiht. waiting for the last 
parcels brought Just, before the closin 
time to come down to me.

Young Millionaire Murderer of Stan-

law. but they iold the court they did 
not object, to the questions in princi- 
ple.

Site tells of a little girl 31 years 
old at work In the cotton mills at Alalmma 
City, who at the close of the day's work 
was too tired to stand up, and who tlius 
described her work: 
There Is the first bell at half past 4 
in the morning. This is for ringing us 
up. Then there Is the second bell for 
breakfast; and they do not give us 
more than a few minutes to eat before 
they begin calling us at twenty minutes 
to six. 
They get out of the mill at twenty mln- 
tes past six o'clock—twelves hours a 
ay with half an hour for lunch for a 
;Irl 31 years old. 
Mrs. Van Vorst tells of three children 
rom one family, thus describing them: 
Toil worn, haggard, silent, flogged. 


* • • The eldest of the trio was 14: he 
had been nine years at work. Observe 
his ghastly pallor. It seems as though 
he were, by his own hands, made ready 
for the grave. The other two were a 
girl of 8 who still kept some of the 
buoyancy of childhood, and a boy of 11 
years who looked like so much foreign 
clay that had been carried from the 
debris of the potter's wheel. 
"We Don't Know How to Play." 
She tells of a group of factory children, 
whom she thought were trying to amuse 
hemselves like other children, but when 
ho asked them what they wore playing, 
eplled. "we don't know how to play." 
rtrs. Van Vorfit cites as an example of the 
•ell-known practice of the child-labor 
actorles to press little children into eer- 
•Ice where a factory superintendent BO

The source of all this is familiar t< 
every student of English history nnd o 
human industrialism wince the machlni 
factory system came into life. 
The cause 


of England's pitiable insufficiency In the 
boor war runs back a century and a 
quarter when tho modern-factory syslem 
of Bnglnnd wns established. 
Sir Robert Peel began the remedying 


of this evil In Ifi02; but It was slow, hard 
work. Ths Earl of Shaftesbury gave his 
whole life to it. Hundreds of others did 
the same tiling. The reform was met at 
every step by bitter, determined resist- 
ance by English manufacturers. Precisely 
the same arguments almost In thfl same 
words that .we now hear against tho re- 
form In America were then used In Great 
Britain and by the same class of men. 
England Stopped Child Labor Too Late. 
It took three-quarters of a century to 
stop these causes that were ruining the 
British people. Not till a decade ago 
was the intolerable, abuse entirely ended. 
But in the meantime the physical, nerv- 
ous, mental, and moral undermining of the 
British people had gone forward. And no. 
when the boer war came, forty millions 
of people, found It well-nigh Impossible, 
to send to battle scarcely more than three 
hundred thousand soldiers; and lhaso 
soldiers, splendid as was their courage. 
were ridiculously Inferior to-the men they 
mot. 
One boer In the ncld was worlh a 
dozen British soldiers. 
This situation has alarmed British 
statesmen as nothing else has done for a 
century. 
The deterioration of English 
men nnd women Wns too great ft. prlcp to 
pay for making British commerce tho 
mistress of tho seas and Ijondon tho fi- 
nancial center of the world. 
England has now stopped this infamy 
and already the physical condition r* her 
people has begun to Improve. But It will 
tnko n century fo bolld UlT what It took n 
century to tear down. 
Perhaps it will 
tnko more than a century. 
States Inadequate to Stop Evil. 
So we sec that the results of this evil 
are Inhumanity, murder, and absolutely 


iertain race degeneration. It has got to 
>e stopped. 
The states acting separately are not 
competent to stop the evil— 
First. Because if one state passes a 
good law and other states do not. the 
manufacturers in the good state are at 
business disadvantage with the ninnu- 
acturers of the bad state; for the latter 
can employ cheap child labor and the 
urmer can not. The manufacturers In 
:he good state suffer because of the very 
righteousness of that state's laws; and 
he manufacturers of a bad state profit 
IS" the very wickedness of that state's 
aws. And American business men should 
lave equal opportunities. 
Second. If one state enacts and cn- 
'orces good laws; and other states do not. 
he making of good citizens In the former 
state Is neutralized by the making of bad 
citizens In the latter state. 
For these 
atter are citizens not only of that state 
which permits their ruin, but also citi- 
zens of the nation. If New York produces 
annually a hundred thousand degenerates, 
hey are not citizens of New York exclus- 
vely. but of the republic also. They vote 
lot only at state elections but at national 
elections. 
Also they travel Into other 
states and there become parents of bad 
citizens. 


Uniform State Laws Impossible. 
Third. 
The states acting separately. 
can not pass a uniform law which would 
>e uniformly enforced in all the states. 
That never yet has been done In any 
matter where great business 
Interests 
were Involved. It never will be done ia 
he matter of child labor. Twenty years 
of effort for this reform proves this. 
[Senator Beveridge here gave an analy- 
sis of the state laws, showing their lack 
of uniformity.] 
Fourth. 
Even if it could be accom- 
plished. H would take at least a genera- 
tion. But In the "meanwhile the syste- 
matic 
murder 
of 
little 
children 
ind the systematic detoHorialion of Amer- 
ican citizens would go on. 'Some say: 
'Let us wait until tho states act." What 
•say the American people, with countless 
child graves before them, child murder 
this moment being; done, and human lives 
daily being wrecked—what say the Amer- 
csn people to this counsel of death and 
delay? 
Fifth. The great manufacturing, min- 
ng, and affiliated Interests, congested In 
certain stat'-s where this evil Is worst. 
are so powerful that they prevent the 
massage of effective child-labor laws: and 
f in a period of excitement public opinion 
aecomes so strong an to pas* a child- 
abor law. these Interests arc so powerful 
"hat It is not executed. In either event 
the end desired is defeated. 
[Senator Beverldge here presented a 
arge number of affidavits showing that 
:he state child-labor laws are not ob- 
served.] 
Thus it becbmes clear that the states, 
acting separately, can not stop this prac- 
tice. Some of the ablest and purest men 
and women of the republic, wbo have 
jlveri years of time and studv to thin 
question, have come to this final conclu- 
sion—that only a national remedy can 
stop this national evil. 
Among these 
men and women ar* some of the most 
earnest and learned believers in the doc- 
trine of "states Hirhts"—such, for exam- 
ple, as Dr. Felix Adlcr, the famous scholar 
inu publicist. 
"States Rights" Not Involved In Bill. 
But the theory of "states rights" Is 
not touched by thl» bill. Ex-en If It were 
touched, wo ought not to quibble about 
It, any more than We quibble about that 
theory when we 
pawed tho national 
quarantine bill to keep out yellow fever. 
If we would forget "states rights" in keep- 
Int out yellow fever, which does not kill 
a hundred people In a decade ought we 
to remember "states rights" when w* are 
asked to pass a bill to prevent the killing 
of thousands and the utter ruin of tens 
of thousands every year? 
But I have ro drawn this bill that tho 
question of "elates rights" Is not In- 
volved, for I am more anxious to ond an 
Inhuman evil than I am to debate a gov- 
ernmental throry. The most earnest ad- 
herent of "utateu rights" can vote for it 
without violating his constitutional con- 
victions. 
Whoever votes arnlnst this 
bill must do ffo on other grounds than 
"states rights." 


If It Is fald that most of our strong men 
In business, politics, and ilteraturo got 
thtlr best training at work, the answer 
Mop—not 
work In xmrefttshops, 
on the 
breaker*, and In the factories. 


Warning to People In the South. 
This word to our southern -brothers, 
nnd it is a Word of doom. 
While tho 
white wftrklns people of tlir south, com- 
posing tlic enormous majority of the en- 
tire white stock of that sortlon. are In- 
creasingly sending their children to tho 
mills and thus wrecking the future of 
the whit* race, tho negroes of tho south 
ar'. Increasingly (tending their children 
to school, and thus Improving the fiifiirn 
of tho black rncr. 
"U'r, arc nVllbrratcly 
weakening the white r«^ In th<» south, 
while gradually strengthening tho black 
race of thu south. 
I am glad to see the nrgro children go- 
ing to. school; but It I* hx.irtbr'-nklng to 
know that th«i white children :iro being 
made their Inferiors physically, nervously 
ami. In the far future, mentally. 
And 
to what rnd? To the mid that thn al- 
fpady unhealthy fortunes of northern 
ciipltalists who own thepn southern cotton 
mills shall bo made still greater. 
The 
nation Is alarmed over thn unrighteous 
power of unrlgheous fortunes; and yot 
wo go on nwelllnfT those fortunes with 
tho blood and lives of American chll,- 
drcn.Warning to American Workmen. 
And this word. too. to Iho working 
men of this nation: Child labor Is bring- 
ing your wages down to I he level of chile 
wages. Every labor leader In thn country 
knows this. 
If he does not. lie ia no! 
worthy of leadership. 


[Mr. Bcveridg* hero cited the testimony 


of Mr. Spargo an to two worklngmcn who 
sought employment In Rochester, N. Y. 
but were rejected because only children 
were wanted: he also submitted a. num- 
ber of affidavits showing the reduction of 
wages because of child labor.] 
It is an economic law that wages seek 
the lowest and not the highest level. So 
long as factories, mines, nnd sweatshops 
can employ children from nine to twelve 
hours a day and at from 30 lo ?n cents 
It Is clear that hlghtr paid labor is 
crowded out of the market, as is wel 
known, and 
child labor 
Is as 
good 
or better for 
"tending" machines 
li 
cotton mills than adult labor. Not only 
should the working people Insist tha 
their chlldrert should have n chance to 
grow up into healthy workers, but work- 
ing men and women should demand tha' 
their wagon Khali not be. reduced by little 
ones wbo ought to be in school or at home 
or employed 
herSHUfully Jn tlv» open 
air. 
The Bill Constitutional. 
The bill Is constitutional. It prohibits 
tho transportation In Interstate commerce 
of the products of child labor. 
The pow- 
er of congress over Interstate commerce 
Is absolute. It Involves the power to pro- 
hibit the transportation of any, article 
which, in the opinion of congress,' ough 
to be prohibited. This is no longer open 
to argument. It has been expressly set- 
tled by direct decisions of the suprem 
court. Those who raise the familiar cry 
of "unednstitutlonallty" must attack the 
decisions of the supreme court. 
[Senator Beveridsre here quoted at grea 
length from ft great mnny decisions of the 
supreme court' to show the ndsolute powo 
of congress to prohibit the transportation 
of any article whatever: and that wha 
congress should prohibit is purely a mat 
tcr of policy.] 
So the absolute power of congress to 
prohibit the transportation of anything 
by interstate, carriers is established. 
The constitution, as the supreme court 
construes It. gives this power. Congress 
alone, settles the policy. 
With tho policy Involved In any pro- 
posed measure the courts have nothing lo 
do: they deal only Tvlth the power. 
Accordingly congress, recognizing its 
power of prohibition, has frquently exer- 
cised It. 
Examplei of Slrrllar Laws Passed and 
Never Questioned. 
For example, the act of August 2. 1SS2. 
prohibits the transportation In interstate 
commerce of nitroglycerine in any vessel. 
The act of March 31. 1900. prohibits the 
"transportation of explosive material in 
any vessel or vehicle" in Interstate com- 
merce: nnd the section Immediately fol- 
lowing expressly permits the transmission 
of explosive materials within the borders 
of any state or lerrltoi-y. 
The act of July 1. 1902. prohibits the 
Introduction or sale In another state of 
any dairy or food product which shall be 
falsely labeled or nrnnde.d. 
Thn act of February 2. 1003, prohibits 
the transportation In Interstate, commerce 
of cattle without cerlincate from the in- 
spectors of the agricultural department. 
The act of February 21. 1905, prohibits 
tho transportation 
In Interstate com- 
merce of gold or silver goods with the 
words "IT. 8. S. Assay." or any similar 
words—this 'solely under the Interstate 
commerce clause, of the constitution. 
The net of Matvh .1, 1905. prohibits the 
transportation of loose hay nnd other eas- 
ily combiiRitble materials on passenger 
steamers—this. too. exclusively under the 
interstate commerce clause. 
The net of February 21. 1905. prohibits 
the transportation by cnrrleni of Interstate, 
commerce of obscene books; nnd this, al- 
though the constitution expressly guar-- 
antees freedom of speech.

Bacon and Macaroni—Fry n platter of 
bacon and pour most of the sreafio* from 
the skillet. Drop in a pint of plain boiled 
macaroni, add a dash of rod pepper, and 
stir until it is well heated In tho pan. 
Pile In the Center of platter with the 
bacon all around. 


Carrot Soup—Select three large carrots 
as deep an orange color as 
possible. 
Scrape 
or pare thinly, 
then 
grate 
Place In a saucepan, add one quart of 
boiling water, a half teaspoon of salt, and 
simmer for half an hour; then strain, 
pressing hard to get a portion of the soft 
pulp. Add two tablespoons of barley that 
has been cooked perfectly soft early In 
the day and kept hot. In a double boiler 
scald one pint of milk and thicken it 
with one tablespoon of "flour blended with 
a little water. Cook the carrot and bar- 
ley mixture for ten minutes, add to the 
milk, season with half a teaspoon of salt 
and half a saltspoon 
of white pepper, 
keep hot for ten minutes, then serve with 
a pinch of finely chopped parsley over 
each plateful.

the ballot. She acknowledged as much 
yesterday.

Washington, Jan. 23.—Tho senate 


yesterday passed the compromise For- 
aker resolution, authorizing the com- 
mittee on military affairs to investi- 
gate the facts of the affray at Browns- 
ville on the nights of Aug. 13 and 14 
ast, without questioning the legality 
or justice ot any act of the president 
In relation to or connected with that 
affray. 
This action caiae after the subject 


of the president's discharge of the ne- 
gro troops had been under considera- 
:lon almost daily since the first day of 
:he present session of congress, and 
every phase of the question had been 
discussed on all sides. 


Before the adoption of the resolu- 


tion several substitute measures were 
voted down. One by Senator Mallory, 
declaring that the president had au- 
thority for his course and acted justly, 
was tabled by a vote of 43 to 22. An- 
other by Senator McCumber, simply 
providing for an Investigation without 
reference to the president in any man- 
ner, was tabled by a viva voce vote. 
A third by Senator Culberson. simply 
indorsing the president's action and 
providing for no Investigation, was 
tabled by a roll call vote of 4fi to 19. 
There was no record vote on the reso- 
lution adopted. 


The last hours of consideration 


were not without deep Interest. The 
minority members, who from the first 
have been standing almost to a man 
In defense of the president's order 
dismissing the negro troops, made two 
strong but unsuccessful 
attempts to 


break the union of the so-called ad- 
ministration and- anti-administration 
forces. 


Debate Doe* Not Change Vote. 


The real test came- on a substitute 


offered by Mr. Mallory, (Fla.). which 
held that in the Judgment of tho sen- 
ate the recent action of the president 
was within (he scope and power of 
the executive and that It was a proper 
exercise thereof. 
Mr. Foraker's mo- 


tion to lay on (he table carried by an 
almost strict party vote of 43 to 22. 
Messrs. Tillman and Teller voted in 
the affirmative with the republicans 
and Messrs. LaFollette. 
McCurnber 


and Warner voted In the negative 
with the democrats. 


Mr. McCumbor. of North 
Dakota, 


tried to lead a revolt by proposing an 
amendment defining tho purpose of 
the investigation to an ascertainment 
of what soldiers were guilty, wholly 
independent of the president's action, 
but. It. was laid on the table without 
roll call after Mr. Blackburn, tho dem- 
ocratic leader, had announced that he 
was in entire accord with the com 
promise resolution. 


Mr. Culberson

ment which declared that. . In the 
Judgment of the senate, tho president 
was authorized by law and justified 
by the facts In discharging the troops. 
It was laid on tho table, 
Messrs. 


Blackburn, Daniel ami Tillman voting 
with the rspubllcans. 


In tho debate which preceded the 


final vote Mr. Mallory and Mr. Bncon 
pleaded for a more definite declaration 
of tho president's authority. Mr. Cul- 
berson charged that tho administra- 
tion forces had beat a retreat. Mr. 
Stone took occasion to regret that Mr. 
Tillman's humorous remarks of the 
day before. In which he had character- 
ized the Missourlan and other senators 
as a. minsterl troupe, had been strick- 
en from the records. He ridiculed tho 
senate for dignifying with great solem 
nlt.y what should have been passed un 
noticed.

Shoot the Bird. 


A sportsmanlike game that small 


boys will enjoy playing even more 
than girls IH called "shoot the bird," 
and 
Is 
immensely 
entertaining for 


small folk because It Is full of action. 
One of the players Is selected to be 
the bird, and lie or she is given a large 
one made in imitation ot a parrot, an 
eagle, swan or turkoy, fashioned from 
cardboard and 
covered 
with bright 


colored paper to look as natural as 
possible. This paper, bird is carried 
in the hand ot the one known as tne 
"bird," and after ho or she has been 
chased by the rest of tae players into 
a corner where there is no escaping 
the hunters, then she must face the 
others, extend one hand holding the 
bird at full length, while the.hunters, 
armed with small round rubber balls 
—to represent bullets—take shots at 
the bird.

Salt river became a bugaboo among: 
the negroes and it was from the unpleas- 
int character of the work on this river 
that "a trip up Salt river" came to he 
iKcd in politics to express the destination 
•f a defeated candidate.

DAIRYING FOR PROFIT 


MUCH IN THE MILKING. 


So far as possible, the same per- 


»ons should milk th- same lot of cows. 
No greater nonsense was ever promul- 
S—ed than 
that all talking 
and 


•wnlstllng should be prohibited in the 
stable. 
The cow should be familiar 


with the voice of her attendant, and 
she should never hear it in other than 
kindly-tones. She should be called by 
name, and talked to individually when 
he has occasion to speak to her. 
Whistling and singing to a moderate 
degree are not objectionable in the 
stable. 


H. B. Curler says that the cows In- 


variably fell off in their yield under 
the care of a certain attendant. The 
man was kind, and seemed to give the 
same care as others. 
Still, he could 


not keep up the flow of cows under 
his charge. 
It was noticed that he 


rarely spoke in the stable, and still 
more rarely to the cows milked. 


His attention was called to the fact, 


and he was asked to change his meth- 
od and familiarize the cows with the 
tones ot his voice. He did so. and the 
problem was solved. 
The cows had 


never become acquainted with him. 


Milking • should 
be done quickly, 


kindly and cleanly. 
If a part of the 


flow Is left in the udder each time. 
the cow soon learns to secret just that 


PAPER MILK BOTTLES. 


If the plans projected by a recently 


organized manufacturing concern are 
successful, the handling and deliver- 
ing of milk will be much economized. 
The company, capitalized at J200.000, 
is installing-a plant near Philadelphia 
tor the manufacture of a paper bottle 
for the safe and sanitary- delivery of 
milk and expects to consume the entire 
product of a Maine pulp mill in the 
manufacture of the bottles which are 
to be turned out in three sizes, half- 
pints, pints and quarts, at the rate of 
2,000,000 a day. 


Dr. H. B. Heyl, a director of Frank- 


lin Institute, perfected and has patent- 
ed the bottle. 
The 
material 
from 


which this container is made is Im- 
pervious to moisture and will hold 
without leakage for weeks. 
A prin- 


cipal advantage, as seen by the dairy- 
man, is the fact that the new bottle 
will be used but once and there need 
therefore be no fear of unsanitary 
handling. One objection to glass bot- 
tles having been that it is exceedingly 
dlfflcult to sterilize perfectly without 
tedious process. 
The bottles will be 


sold at a price enabling the dairy- 
man to buy without increasing the 
cost of delivering milk, and it is sug- 
gested that the housewife will profit 
because she can utilize the paper con- 


to be any necessity for any Injurious 
effects on the lambs. 


In the county of Shropshire, the 


home of the Shropshire sheep, I found 
men who had been vpry successful In 
combatting this difficulty. Their meth- 
ods were simple and based on sound 
prijciple. 
They claimed that one of 


the principle things to be observed 
was the condition of the lambs. Lambs 
in good health and condition are much 
stronger, thus better able to ward off 
parasites of any kind. The weak, thin 
lambs were the most susceptible. This 
being the case, they always grain fed 
both ewes and lambs. 
In this way 


the lambs made rapid 
growth 
and 


were always strong and vigorous. 


For this method they fed a mix- 


ture of bran, peas and cohe. the cohe 
being equal parts of cotton and lin- 
seed. 
The lambs were also forward 


enough to be weaned about the first 
of July. 
They were then drenched 


with either turpentine and linseed oil, 
or Lysol and water, 
whether 
they 


showed any symptoms of worm trouble 
or not. They were 
drenched 
three 


times at intervals of about three days 
between each drenching. They were 
always fasted twelve hours before ad- 
ministering the medicine. 


The above method is a good one. 


It is much easier to dispose of para- 
sites when they are small than after 
they have reached their full size. Those 
Iambs which are not troubled, will not 
be injured in any way by the drench- 
ing, provided It Is done with care. 
It is a simple and sure method of pre- 
venting this much-dreaded and costly- 
disease. This is what each and every 
American farmer can and should prac- 
tice.

the reasons why stabled horses require 
constant grooming In spite 
of 
the 


claim often made that housing Is It- 
self the cause. The secretions of the 
glands of the skin are greatly increas- 
ed by work and the horse which is 
kept working hard requires 
highly 


lutritious food, causing a further In- 
crease In the skin secretions. Nature 
must, therefore, be assisted by artifi- 
cial means to remove these secretions 
or the pores of the skin become clogg- 
ed and the animal's health Injured. 
Grooming, or In other words, keeping 
the skin clean, is not. as many sup- 
pose, merely important for the sake 
of appearance. Jmt is really essential 
to the health and condition of the 
domesticated animal. The hair quick- 
y shows the healthy or unhealthy con- 
dition of the skin. If the skin is un- 
healthy, the coat is dry and harsh, and 
if the skin Is not properly cleaned, the 
coat does not merely remain dirty 
but the waste material, thrown out in 
perspiration. Is cast back Into the sys- 
tem.

As soon as drawn, the milk should 
be removed from the odors of the 
stable. 
There Is nothing that will 


more readily absorb 
noxious odors 


than cooling milk. 


The cow Is a. creature of habit. If 


regularly fed before milking she will, 
when this order Is changed, be rest- 
less" and often refuse to give down 
her milk. 


It is better to feed after milking. 


If silage, at all defective, be fed he- 
fore milking, the odor Is likely to ap- 
pear in the milk. 
Odors from food 


reach the milk In an Incredibly short 
space of time. 


Two minutes will serve to take the 


odors of food to the udder and milk- 


alners In many ways such as for put- 
ling up jelly and fruit.

It Is well to remember that 
the price of pure water, wherever you 
go.

To 
locate a cesspool and a well on the 
same small piece of ground is almost 
impossible without contaminating the 


j water. Slop water of any kind should 
never bo thrown near the well. The 
top four or flve feet of the well casing 
should be laid up in cement mortar to 
prevent water flowing In without first 
filtering through the ground.

LAMB TROUBLES IN ENGLAND. 


Stomach Worm Causes Heavy Losses; 


Lj-sol As a Cure. 


(Prof. W. T). Kennedy. Iowa College

The stomach worm 
in lambs has 


been the source of much trouble In 
recent years, In many instances the 
entire profits of the flock .have been 
wiped out by this dlser.se. It has been 
one of the chief reasons for many of 
our farmers selling out their flocks. 
This Is especially true In the corn-belt 
states. The trouble usually, makes Its 
appearance about the third year that 
sheep have been grazed on the same 
pasture. 
The first and second years, 


especially the nrst.' is usually free from 


pall. If fed after milking, silage will 'trouble. 
not, unless very bad, taint the milk.

CULTIVATION FOR. PEACH 


ORCHARDS. 


J. H. Hale, of South Glastobury, 


Conn., describes the results of an ex- 
periment, or rather a demonstration, 
in tho matter of cultivating peach 
trees, which is of great Interest to the 
growers of the middle west. Mr. Hale 
has contended that the plan of mulch- 
ing trees Is not to be recommended 
for general adoption, and to show 
comparative results, he had plowed a 
portion of a large peach orchard and 
mulched the remainder. 


Mr. Hale says, the test he made was 


not as severe as might 
have been 


made, for he did not g-ive thorough 
cultivation over the part that was 
plowed. 
He cultivated . every alter- 


nate space between the tree rows, so 
that only one side of each tree was 
cultivated. 
On the mulched portion 


the, clover was allowed to 'He. 


"I have tried the plan," 'says Mr. 
Hale, "as best I knew how, except, as 
I say, that the cultivated trees were 
cultivated only on one side, and yet 
I will leave it to anyone fo see the 
difference in the trees. 
Anyone can 


see It in the row where the mulched 
portion.ends and the cultivated por- 
tion begins."

CHANGE FEED SLOWLY. 


Prof. Eckels of Missouri warns farm- 


:rs to change cows from dry foed to 
grass very slowly, particularly If the 
low of milk Is large. 
Young. Imma- 


ure grass, especially in tho early days 
of spring, contains a largo amount of 
water. Wheat nnd rye pasture are of 
the same nature. 
This feed is com- 


monly called "washy," and dry feed 
should therefore be continued and re- 
duced gradually for two weeks or morn 
after thn cows are turned Into thn pas- 
turn, nvnn If thn .grass Is large enough 
'or fending. Cows fnd on grain while 
on pasture will produce much more 
milk than If pasture alone Is allowed; 


The weight of both ntalk and ear 


was found to be heavier In tho corn 
jrown from the seed Just from Iowa, 
but thn proportion of ear to stalk was 
higher In thn acclimated corn. 


The Nebraska corn averaged about 


200 sqiiurn Inches less leaf area, which 
was to bo expected ot plants grown 
In a drier climate. The yield of grain 
was In favor ot thn home-grown seed. 


Similar conclusions were Indicated 


from tho variety tests ot tho twenty- 
two varieties that wero tested by tho 
co-opnnitlng farmers In various parts 
of tlu> 
thirteen wero Nebraska 


grown, four wnrn from Illinois, two 
from Iowa, onn from Indiana, and two 
from Ohio. 


In thnsn experiments the significant 


fact was revealed Hint not one of tho 
nlnn varieties, Ihe snod of which was 
grown outside the state, over took first 
or even second place In the average 
results of thn state. 


Thnse results do not Indicate that 


the varieties from tho other states 
am poorer send than our own. Their 
low ylelij Is dua to thn fact that they 
are not .-it lirst. adapted or acclimated 
to Nebraska conditions. 


The lesson to b« Innrnnd from this !s 


that to got tho best results In corn 
growing thn seed must ho homo grown, 
and grown not only In the same state, 
but In tho same locality.

ENGLISH WERE BRUTAL 


QUAKE 


American Refugees From 


Kingston Tell of Cruel 


Treatment. 


New York. Jan. 
22.—Nearly 150 


Americans who passed through the 
earthquake at Kingston, Jamaica, ar- 
rived here yesterday on the steamer 
Prlnz Eitel Friedrich. 


Each one had the same story to tell, 


and it was not of the earthquake but 
of the brutal treatment accorded them 
by British officials on the Island and 
the English party aboard the steamer 
Port Kingston, including Sir Alfred 
Jones. These latter they accuse of re- 
fusing food or shelter to American 
women who were forced to spend two 
days and night without 
adequate 


clothing, food or water. 


The treatment accorded to them 


was set forth in a statement drawn up 
at a meeting of the American refugees 
on board the Prlnz Eitel just before 
the steamer reached New York. 


Bonds of Blood a Myth? 


This statement, which declares the 


conduct of the English at Kingston 
showed "the much talked of bonds of 
blood and language, when tested, to 
be a mockery and a diplomatic phan- 
tom," are as follows: 
"We. a company of American refu- 


gees of Kingston, January 14 to Jan- 
uary 17, 1907. on board the steamship 
Prlnz Eitel Friedrich. herewith utter 
emphatic condemnation of the conduct 
and behavior In that period of certain 
officials ot rank, specifically Captain 
Parsons, commander of the British 
steamship Port Kingston, lying In the 
harbor of Kingston, and aboard which 
was Sir Alfred Jones, his superior, and 
other officials, basing our contentions 
on the following counts: 


"First—That Captain Parsons de- 


clined to furnish food for one meal to 
a small number of Germans, led by 
Capt. Richard Vahsel of the Hamburg- 
American line, who prevented four 
docks from burning on the night of 
the 14th. among them the Port Kings- 
ton's own wharf. 


"Second—That such American and 


other refugees as the small boats 
jna-nned by Captain Vahsel and others 
gathered and lodged on Monday on 
board the Port Kingston were sum- 
marily ordered ashore at 4 p. tn. on 
Tuesday to —pfco room for English 
refugees, though women and children 
tearfully pleaded that they had not 
food nor clothing on shore. 


"Third—That tho wounded of mixed 


nationalities were taken nshoro at tho 
same hour and left In a cruel situation 
on the railway whart until carod for 
by American 
navnl 
authorities 
on 


Thursday, except such as were moved 
by train to Spanish Town or by rela- 
tive* who found them. 


Insult Added to Cruelty. 


"Fourth—That whon Father O'Don- 


ovan. ot Boston: Father Gavin, of In- 
dianapolis, and Rev. H. F. Auld, of 
Halboro, Pa., took n petition to Sir 
Alfred Jones nnd Capt. Parsons from 
the refugees, sleeping on trunks, sacks 
of coffee, and the cnrgo fouled planks 
of the Hamburg-American dock, to al- 
low the said refugees to go on hoard 
the Port Kingston, then at the dock, 
nnd sleep on I ho hare clean 
docks, 


where they would bo safe from recur- 
rent earthquake shocks. Capt. Parsons 
refused with great Incivility and, com- 
ing to tho Hamburg-American dock, 
showed the party further discourtesy. 


"Fifth—That In 
tho 
three 
days, 


though Sir Alfred Jones and his party 
on board the Port Kingston had all 
the comforts of a large, well equipped 
ship, no tender was made either of 
food, water, coffee, bedding, or med- 
ical assistance. 


"Sixth—That In throe days, save for 


the above unpleasant visit ot dipt. 
Parsons, no official visit 
was paid 


either by the police, military, or colo- 
nial authorities to the large body of 
American refugees on tho Hamburg- 
American docks, the known center for 
American refugees 
In 
Kingston, to 


offer succor or protection in any de- 
gree, or even to ascertain the condition 
In which they were. 


"Seventh—That In Individual cases 


nnd minor ways we were made to feel 
the superiority and first claim of the 
English, and found the much talked ol 


Sir Alfred sent over to the Constant 
Spring hotel, in which he is interested, 
and invited all the English to come 
aboard. 
Even then there was room 


for our women and children." 


Several passengers broke in to say 


they had gone to Port Kingston and 
begged for water for the women, and 
this h'ad been refused. John Field, a 
merchant of 226'Devonshire 
street, 


Boston, had two ribs broken. He was 
suffering much pain, but got a launch 
and went aboard at Port Kingston. No 
attention was paid to him and at 4 
o'clock he said he was ordered off with 
the others. 


Captain Shows Brutality. 


It was on Wednesday that Captain 


Parsons dropped In on a visit. One 
of t'ae men he went up to was Mr. 
Field.- Some of the Americans com- 
plained of his treatment, particularly 
instancing tho case of Mr. Field, who 
was then suffering greatly. 


"O, you're all right. There's noth- 


ing the matter with you," said the cap- 
tain, jivcording to 
the passensers; 
on the back as 
slapping Mr. Field 
though it was a good joke. The cap- 
tain did nothing to help and went

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Baltimore, .Md., .Jan. 17.—The new 


home of the'Baltimore Sun, just com- 
pleted, although occupied by the edi- 
torial force for the 
last 
fortnight, 


stands at the southwest corner of Bal- 
timore street and Sun square (Cha.les 
street), the center of the. numbering 
system as well as of the business ac- 
tivity of the city. It is three 'blocks 
•west of the Sun iron building, which 
was destroyed in the great fire of Feb- 
ruary 7 and 8, 1904. 


The architecture combines many 


features of the French Renaissance. 
Its solidity and massiveness are en- 
hanced by a row of twenty-four Indi- 
ana'limestone columns, each thirtj-- 
two feet high, that sweep around the 
building, tapering toward the top and 
crowned with Ionic capitals: 
These 


shafts give the building a lightness 
and symmetry found IE few structures. 


So symmetrical are its proportions, 


with the high windows- and parapet 
all In upward effect, that the large 
dimensions—52 feet wide, 201 
feet 


long and 90 feet nigh—are not appar- 
ent at the first view, but grow with 
increasing Impresslveness 
upon 
the 


beholder. 
Flanking at each end the 


main colonnade on Charles' street is a 
pavilion, on which rests a clock dial 
of more than twenty-five feet inside 
circumference. 
Above the main en- 


trance on Baltimore street is a dial of 
similar size. ' The counting room is a 
spacious apartment 48 by 51 feet. 


Large single pane plate glass win- 


dows, with copper frames and sashes, 
light the room by day, and at night, 
from electric chandeliers and. from 
lamps in side brackets, the power for 
which is provided by the paper's own 
plant, it is flooded with electric light. 


The entire room is wainscoted • to 


the height of four feet two inches with 
Pavanagno marble of excellent color- 
ing. 


Fine mahogany cabinet work seto 


off the offices of the cashier, to the 
left and rear o£ the counter and of 
the business manager, at the extreme 
right. 


The broad staircase, which rises on 


the right side of the room to the sec- 
ond floor, is one of the most artistic 
in the country. The steps are of mar- 
ble, and the 
fifty-inch marble wain- j 


scoting, like that about the counting 
room, follows It t] the landing. There 
is a magnificent newel post of solid 
Pavanazzo marble and t»ie lustre of 
finely wrought bronze, with a hand 
rail of mahogany. 


The second floor is devoted exclu- 


sively to the editorial department and 
is accessible by the marble stairway 
from the counting room and also by 
the iron stairway and elevator in the 
rear. Facing Baltimore street are 
commodious offices designed for the 
use of the president, treasurer, and 
secretary of the A. S. Abell company. 
Stretching down the Charles street 
side are large, well lighted offices for 
the editors. 
The room occupied by 


the local staff is forty-eight feet wide 
and eighty-two feet long. Back of this 
apartment and facing on German and 
Charles streets is the 
library and 


index roo'ms. 


There is also one room on tne fourth 


ficnr, but it is as long and as wide as 
the building. 
For a time it. will re- 


main unused, but eventually will be 
occupied by the Sun's job printing de- 
partment. 


The ventilation of the entire build- 


ing, 
from basement to roof, is by a 


thorough and up to date system. Eac'i 
story has its ventilators running along 
the floor and near the ceiling, thus in- 
suring a constant circulation of air. 
The protection against fire is thor- 
oughly adequate, there being hose and 
water plugs on each floor. There is 
alc."> a plug on the roof, to which hose 
could be attached at a moment's no- 
tice.

naval reforms. 
The downfall of Ad- 


miral Biriieff, who is a bluff sea dog, 
and who in n most unconventional 
manner has rebuked delinquent offi- 
cers regardless of their influence nt 
court, Is due largely to the operations 
of the clique of drawing room sailors 
and' others who have been opposing 
any investigation into the scandals of 
the grand ducal regime.

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THE QUAKE-STRICKEN CITY OF JAMAICA 


Capital, Razed by Earthquake and Fire, Has Had a History in 


Which Disaster Has Played Part. 


Kingston, a city of 50,000 Inhabi- 


tants and the heart and commercial 
and political capital of the beautiful 
Island of Jamaica, owed its birth to a 
cataclysm similar to that which has 
now overwhelmed and laid the city in 
ruins. It was founded in 1693 after 
the neighboring town of Port Royal 
had been destroyed by an earthquake. 
The surviving Inhabitants of that ill- 
fated place, situated on a peninsular 
which protects iho harbor of Kings- 
ton, fled to the mainland from 
thfi 


plague which followed 
and 
settled 


down on the spot then marked by a 
lew thatched huts. 


The only volcanic formation in the 


island is that on the I.owlayton and 
Retreat estates in the parish of Port-

The history of the island 
dates 


back to the second voyage of Colum- 
bus in 1*94, when he discovered It, 
although it was not until '1509 ihat 
the Spaniards took possession.

to history, was so cruel and rapacious 
that at the end of that period the na- 
tive population had practically dis- 
appeared. 


In May, 1655, a British fleet under 


Admirals Penn and Venables, sent 
out by Oliver Cromwell, attacked and 
captured the island, and In 167.0 tt 
was formally ceded to Great Britain ' 
by Spain. 
Under British rule the

Governor Eyre proclaimed martial 


law, burned 1,000 houses belonging to 
the blacks, hanged a number of their 
alleged leaders and flogged others. 
For this act he was recalled and the 
representative constitution was sus- 
pended. Sir., P. J. Grant was then ap- 
pointed governor and managed af- 
fairs on the island successfully,. Since 
that time there .has been a steady ad- 
vancement In education among the 
blacks, but, while extreme poverty is 
unknown, the negroes do not prosper 
on account of their Indolent habits. 


Jamaica has always been a source 


of heavy expense to England, as num- 
erous fortifications and a military 
force of nearly 2,000 officers and men 
are maintained there. The Island is 
administered by a governor, assisted 
by a privy council appointed by the 
crown and a legislative council of fif- 
teen appointed by the governor and 
fifteen elected by limited suffrage.

harbor of Kingston, and also caused 
much' damage to the shipping in the 
harbor. 
The storm lasted • about five 


hours, but little rain fell in Kingston, 
and there was moon light throughout. 
' There was a double shock of earth- 
quake at Kingston, each consisting of 
a large number of tremors, lasting 
seven or eight seconds, on Dec. 7, 
1880. The shocks were felt through- 
out the island.

A.tremendous hurricane visited Ja- 


maica in 1815. The whole island was 
deluged, hundreds of 
houses 
were 


washed away, vessels were wrecked, 
and about 1,000 persons were drowned. 


-The .City of Kingston is laid out with 


regular and wide streets, and the bet- 
ter class of houses are neatly built, 
with wide verandas and surrounded 
by handsome gardens. Street cars run 
to the suburbs, and two lines of rail- 
way connect the city with the north- 
ern and eastern parts of the island.

In the old time Kingston was the 


scene of many a tragic event, for it 
was here that the British men-of-war 
brought their cuptured 
pirates' and 


slave-traders and held courts of ad- 


• miralty and hanged the prisoners on 
"Gallows Point," while the slave- 
ships were burned in midharbor. 


The Island of Jamaica is by far the 


most important of the West Indies be- 
longing to Great Britain. Its name 
was 
originally 
Xaymaca—land 
of 


wood and water. It Is located ninety 
miles south of Cuba and its area is 
6,400 square miles. Its greatest length 
Is 150 miles and its greatest breadth 
60 miles. 
The population is in the 


neighborhood of fi50,000. From east 
to west the island is traversed by a 
heavily timbered chain of mountains, 
'known as the Blue mountains, which 
rise to a height of 7,000 feet. 
The 


.temperate region of'these heights la 
said to he remarkably favorable to 
longevity. 


The chief exports of the island are 


rum, logwood, sugar, coffee and fruits, 
and the principal imports are flour 
and salted fish. The exports, accord- 
ing to recent statistics, amount to 
about $10,000,000 annually, of which 
about 
three-fourths 
come 
to 
the 


United States. The imports foot up 
about the same figure about evenly 
divided between England and this 
country. 
Tho cultivation of sugar 


has decreased of late years, owing to 
the competition of beet sugar. 


Land Is Most Fertile. 


The Island is extremely fertile and, 


owing to the varied climate In the 
different localities, sugar cane and 
tobacco can be raised on the low- 
lands, while almost any species of 
northern fruit and vegetables thriven 
on the mountain levels. 
The tropical 


vegetation Is luxurious. 
More than 


700 mi.cs of splendidly maintained 


The coast roads follow the sea for 


miles, occasionally turning into the 
interior and passing into the 'hills and 
through verdant valleys, past vast 
plantations and wonderful gardens. 


Following 
the 
Spanish-American 


war, when the United States had 
gained possession of the Philippines, 
there was considerable talk of a pos- 
sible trade between England and this 
country by which England would be 
ceded the Philippines in return for 
delivering over Jamaica and the other 
islands of the British West Indies to 
the United States. 
The proposition, 


however, was never seriously consid- 
ered in the official circles of either 
nation.

Veteran 
Physician, Near 


Age of 70, Succumbs to 


Apoplexy. 


Without having gained .-conscious- 


ness since he was fatally stricken by 
apoplexy Sunday, Jan. 13, Dr. 
Carl 


Proegler, one of the oldest and best 
known of Fort Wayne physicians, died 
at 1:30 o'clock p. m. Wednesday at his 
home, 1205 Fairfield avenue. 


Dr. Proegler was near 70 years of 


age, and his career was one of remark- 
able activity. He had served as mili- 
tary surgeon under two flags, enjoyed 
during his years of activity a. large 
practice and had held many positions 
of trust and honor. He had been In 
failing health since a year ago, but 
was able to be about until Sunday 
evening, when he was suddenly strick- 
en by the illness which proved fatal. 
He had fallen to the floor of his room 
where members of the family found 
him. 
The case was recognized 
as 


practically hopeless from the first, and 
the aged physician declined gradually 
until the end came. 


Had Extraordinary Career. 


Dr. Proegler's career was in many 


respects unique, for there fell to his 
lot experiences much more varied 
than come to the ordinary man. He 
was born in Cologne, Germany, Feb- 
ruary 17, 1837. 
When but a mere 


child his parents removed to Neu- 
remberg, .where tho father was en- 
gaged in the wholesale trade. 
Here 


the son received his early education, 
and later attended colleges in Heid- 
elberg and Berlin, where he com- 
pleted the medical course with high 
honor, winning the right to embark 
in practice in the larger cities. De- 
termined to still further perfect him- 
self In his profession, he went to 
Paris, Vienna and London for hospi- 
tal practice, remaining in the latter 
city six months. 


It was with the idea - of attaining 


still greater proficiency in his profes- 
sion that Dr. Proegler came to Amer- 
ica at the age of 25 years, and re- 
sumed his studies in New York. He 
had no expectation of remaining 
in 


America, but within a short time after 
his arrival in this country his father 
was killed in a railroad wreck and six 
weeks later his mother died. This be- 
reavement and the obliteration of his 
old home led him to abandon the idea 
of returning to Germany. 


Under Two Flags. 


He enlisted as a (surgeon in the 


United States army and was assigned 
to the Fifth regular cavalry, which 
was on duty In Texas. This was but 
a short time before the outbreak of 
:he civil war. 
Yellow fever develop- 


ed, and the 
regiment 
waa ordered 


north. 
It later participated in" the 


activities of the civil war, Dr. Proeg- 
ler remaining with it throughout and 
among other experiences making tht 
famous march to the sea with Sher- 


inn. 
Next Dr. Proegler made the famous 


cruise around the world with Admiral 
Farragut in the United States warship 
Kcarsargc, extending over a period of 
three years, and visiting many foreign 
points of prominence. Within a short 
lime came the Franco-Prussian war, 
and Dr. Proegler'offered his service^ 


I as a staff surgeon to the German em- 
' peror. 
The offer was accepted ar.*l 


several years were devoisd to this 
work, Dr. Proegler being on duty in 
Paris during the commune. 


Decorations of Honor. . 


His service in the German army won 


him the decoration of the Iron Cross, 
and a little later the emperor of Ger- 
many conferred upon Dr. Proegler an- 
otiier medal of honor. Both of these 
decorations were highly cherished by 
Dr. Proegler during his lifetime. 
1 He returned to America early 
in 


1871 and opened an office in Chicago 
.for the practice of his profession. In 
the fire which devastated that city in 
October of 1871 Dr. Progeler lost his 
office, including his library and many 
ot^er possessions. 
He, remained in 


that city during tho smallpox epidemic 
which followed and then located at 
Addison, 111., where he remained until 
his removal to Fort Wayne in 1876. 
Since coming to this city -Dr. Proeg- 
ler has been in continuous practice, 
and has served as pension examiner, 
college physician, county physician 
and secretary of the county hoard of 
health, retiring from the latter posi- 
tion two years ago. 


His marriage occurred at Milwau-

in 1873 to

children, five of whom, with the wife, 
survive.

S. M. Foster farm 
of ninety-seven 


acres, which has for several 
years 


been leased by the state, and for what 
is known as the Greer farm adjoining 
It, an option on which/ at $100 per 
acre has been secured.

Other Details of the Report. 


The report Is a voluminous one, cov- 


ering the work of the institution in 
minutest detail. The total enrollment 
for the year was 1,035, of whom 465 
were males, and 570 females. A total 
of ±85 boys and 300 girls are receiving 
training in the various industrial de- 
partments. The school has been free 
from serious epidemics and the death 
rate has been remarkably low—only 
1.86 per cent, as against,2.5 per cent 
in 1905, which was up to that time the 
lowest in the histcry of the institu- 
tion. 


The industries in operation at the 


school include shoemaking, tailoring, 
mattressmaking, broommaking, wood- 
working, carpentering, painting, brick- 
making, sewing, mending and com- 
fortmaklng, bakery, laundry, garden- 
ing, farming and dairying. More than 
one million brick used in the construc- 
tion of the new custodial cottage for 
hoys were made at the institution at 
a total cost to the state of $1.98 per 
thousand. In his report to the board 
of trustees, which is made a part of 
the report to the governor, Superin- 
tendent Carroll suggests a mainten- 
ance appropriation of ?122,0l«) per an- 
num, based upon an actual attendance 
of 1,000 inmates, with an excess al- 
lowance of $122 per capita per annum 
for each inmate over that number. For 
the past year the total maintenance 
available was $124,910.25, and the to- 
tal expenditures for all purposes ex- 
cept repairs and improvements-was 
$124,909.at;, making the net cost per 
capita for the year $122.77. 


The Specific Requests.

board of trustees makes a request for 
specific appropriations amounting to 
$75,700 for improvements, the estimat- 
ed cost of which is as follows: Pur- 
chase of farm land, ?30,500;

ffreat rapidity, often seriously Injur- 
ing its quality for butter and cheese. 
As soon as drawn, the milk should 


• be removed from the odors of 
the 


stable. 
There Is nothing that will 


more readily absorb noxious odors 
than cooling milk. 


The cow is a creature of habit. If 


regularly fed before milking she will, 
when this order is changed, be rest- 
less and often refuse to give down! 
her milk. 


It is better to feed after milking. 


If silage, at all defective, be fed be- 
fore milking, the odor is likely to ap- 
pear in the milk. 
Odors from food 


reach the milk in an incredibly short 
space of time. 


Two minutes will serve to lake the 


odors of food to the udder and niillc- 
pall. 
If fed after milkins, silage will 


not, unless very bad, taint the milk. 


tainers in many ways such as for put- 
ting up jelly and fruit. 


The new bottle is said to be light 


and compact, but very strong—suffi- 
ciently so to support, when filled, two 
to three hundred pounds. 
The fact 


that there is no danger of breakage 
and consequent loss from that source. 
and that each is so light that a great 
number can be carried without over- 
load in an ordinary milk wagon, are 
other advantages pointed out by the 
manufacturers. 
It is expected that 


within a short time after the.new fac- 
tory Is placed in operation, other simi- 
lar plants will be Installed in- various 
parts of the country anrl that the new 
industry will fast become recognized 
as an important and permanent one.

been the source of much trouble in 
recent years. In many instances the 
.entire profits ot" the flock have been 
wiped out by this cliser.se. It has been 
one of the .chief reasons for many,of 


(our farmers selling out their flocks. 
JThis is especially true In the corn-belt 
states. 
The trouble usually makes its 


appearance about the third year that 
sheep have been grazed on the same 
pasture. 
The first ami second years, 


1 especially the first, is usually free from 
j trouble.

land water. 
From twelve to '.sixteen 


fa hi r-flponn fills are added to one gallon 
of water, which will be. sufficient to 
drench about sixteen lambs. 
This Is 


highly recommended by several of the 
lending .sheep breeders as being a sure 
cure. Some men claim that, in some, 
instances it is supposed to have killed 
the hiinb?. "Where the proper precau- 
tions ar; laUe.ii, thcro does not seem 


to be any necessity for any Injurious 
effects on the lambs. 


In the t-ounty 
of Shropshire, the 


home of the Shropshire sheep, I found 
men who had been very successful In 
combatting this difficulty. Their meth- 


rls were simple and based on sound 


prl.iclple. 
They claimed that one of 


the principle things to be observed 
was the condition of the lambs. Lambs 
In good health and condition fira mueh 
stronger, thus belter able to ward off 
parasites of any kind. The weak, thin 
lambs were the most susceptible. This 
oelng the case, they always grain fed 
both ewes and lambs. 
In this way 


the lambs made rapid 
growth 
and 


were always strong and vigorous. 


For this method they fed a mix- 


ture of bran, peas and cohe, the cohe 


iff equal parts of cotton and lin- 


seed. 
The lambs were also forward, 


enough to be weaned about the first! 


July. 
They were then drenched | 


with either turpentine and linseed °iK 
or Lysol and water, 
whether 
they A 
showed any symptoms of worm trouble 
or not. They were 
drenched 
three 


imes at intervals of about three day 
letweeu each drenching. 
They were 


-lUvays fasted twelve hours before ad- 
ministering the medicine. 


The above method is a good one. 


It is muca i.-fisltr to fltspopft of para 
sites when they are small than aftei 
they have reached their full size. Those 
lambs which are not troubled, will not 
be Injured In any way by the drench- 
ing, provided it is done with care. 
It is ;i simple and sure method of pre- 
venting this much-dreaded and costly 
disease. This is what each and every 
American farmer can and should prac- 
tice.

Efforts are being made to pro- 


pagate corn from a crop raised by 
Daniel Drew, at Plymouth, N. H., In 
ISSf. 
The previous year Mr. Drew 


came .nto possession of some corn 
grains found wrapped up with an 
Egyptian Mummy known to be four 
thousand years old. He planted some 
of the grains which grew vigorously, 
some of the plants being more than 
six feet high. Instead of. growing in 
an ear. like modern corn, the grain 
hung on splkelets in heavy cluster's at 
the top. There were no tassels and no 
silks.

CARE OF BROOD SOWS. 


If you are raising sows for breed- 


ing purposes, the care of them must 
start—especially if they are to be bred 
young—when they are weaned.

intended for breeding purposes should 
be placed in different 
fields. 
They 


ihould be fed on a good growing ra- 
ion until they are a year old. 
A 


good ration consists of clover or,., other 
pasture during the season, supplement- 
ed with a grain ration of tworthirds 
middlings and one-third corn. As the 


tason advances and the pasture gives 


out the sows will need a little more 
heat-giving food, so Increase the corn 
and feed about half middlings and 
half corn. They must be fed llberally 
in order that they may continue to 
TOW. "With good care and feeding, a 
sow will have attained such a growth 
at 12 months of age that she can safe- 
ly be bred.

If the skin Is un- 
healthy. the coat is dry and harsh, and 
If the skin is not properly cleaned, tho

the skin particles of perspiration, dust 
and dirt which would otherwise clog

brush which, thus used, will penetrate 
the coat more effectually and with less 
exertion to the man than If worked 
only by his muscular strength.

In cases where regular grooming is 


neglected, not only is 
the 
general 


health of the horse Injured, but skin 
diseases of more or less serious nature 
may result. 
Mange, 
parasites

lice breed rapidly when the cleanliness 
of the coat and^ skin are neglected, 
but .will .not attempt to obtain a lodg- 
ing where the pores and glands are 
constantly disturbed by the use of 
the brush. The use of artificial tonics 
and stimulants for producing a glossy 
coat should be avoided, 


THE WATER SUPPLY OX THE 


FARM.

For domestic purposes the water 


muat ba clean, pure and palatable; the 
essentials being freedom from disease 
germs, turbidity, color, odor and taste. 


SPRINGS AND WELLS — Of the 


various sources of supply, springs 
usually rank first, and deep wells next. 
In desirability. 
The character of the 


water In a shallow well depends upon 
its past history and present environ- 
ment. 
If it has traveled long dis- 


tances through the soil without encoun- 
tering organic impurities or taking up 
objectionable mineral salts, or If after 
possible, pollution U has been filtered 
and purified In Its travels. Us quality 
is probably excellent. But 
shallow 


wells near barnyards or privy vaults 
should always be regarded with sus- 
picion. 
It Is well to remember that 


the price of pure water, wherever you 
;o. Is everlasting and unremitting vigi- 
lance. 


The danger of using the ordinary 


^hallow well is known to everyone. To 
locate a cesspool and a well on the 
same small piece of ground Is almost 
impossible without contaminating'the 
water. Slop water of any kind should 
never bo thrown near the well. The 
top four or five feet of the well casing 
should be laid up in cement'mortar to 


mt water flowing In without first 


(Uterine through the ground. A sewer 
pipe or waste drain near a well Is 
dangerous because such 
a 
pipe or 


drain 
Is 
seldom watar-tfght. 
If a 


lewer pipe must be run near a well, 
cast-iron pipe should be used. 


The carelessness that will locate the 


barn on higher ground than the well 
and take no precaution to divert the 
surface drainage Is almost as deplor- 
ible as the use of a cesspool. 
To 


keep the .earth clean in the vicinity 
f the water supply is of the great- 
est importance, and requires constant 
vatchfulness.

MOLASSES FOR HORSES.

Recent scientific, tests .have shown 


that as a horse diet.there is magic in 
molasses. A horse fed molasses with 
its other food wiUrapldly take on solid 
iveight, develop muscular energy and 
ijro'w a fine, glossy coat. In addition 
to such splendid results, molasses re- 
duces the cost of horse maintenance 
25 per cent. 


Large firms employing a great many 


horses in the hardest kind of contract 
and truck work, find that the animals 
will remain in better condition and 
perform more work on a diet of mo- 
jlasses than if fed the choicest and most 
[liberal allowance of cereals. 


• 
Horses in the armies of Germany, 


France and Austria are being fed mo- 
lasses with satisfactory results, and 
in the United States artillery corps 
there are enthusiastic champions of 
molasses as a. horse diet. 


Eminent specialists have arrived at 


the conclusion that good molasses is 
not only a fattening and energy-pro- 
ducing diet for horses, but that in 
many cases it will restore ailing ani- 
mals to health. 


CULTIVATION- FOR PEACH 


ORCHARDS. 


.T. H- Hale, of South Glastobury 


Conn., describes the results of an ex- 
periment, or rather a demonstration 
In the matter of cultivating peach 
trees, which IP of great interest to the 
growers of the middla west. Mr Hale' 
has contended that the plan of mulch- 
ing trees is not to be recommended 
ior general adoption, and to show 
comparative results, he had plowed a 
portion of a large peach orchard ami 
mulehed the remainder.

plowed. 
Ho cultivated every alter- 


nate spare between tho tree rows so 
that only one side, nf each tree was 
cultivated.

the clover was allowed to lie. 


"I have tried the plan." says M«- 


Hale, "as best I knew how, except, ns 
I say, that the cultivated trees were 
cultivator] only on one side, and yet 
I will Iftavo it to anyone to see the 
difference In the trees. 
Anyone can 


see it in the row where the mulched 
portion ends and the cultivated por- 
tion begins."

WATER STORAGE. 


Cisterns. 


There are localities where the only 


available water.supply is obtained by 
toring the water which falls from the 
•oof of the house during rainy weath- 
er. 
In other places the water is so 


hard that rain water is desirable in 
he laundry and bath room. 


Construction—The size of the cistern 


needed will vary with the size of the 
amlly, tho length of the dry season, 
^nd the number of plumbing fixtures 
upplied with the rain water. 
This 


Astern may be located close to the 
muse for convenience and should be 
built of good, hard brick, with walls 
not less than S inches in thickness, 
aid in Portland cement mortar. The 
Bottom should be laid with two courses 
•r brick well bedded in the cement 
iiortar. 
If the water is to be used 


drinking or for cooking, a filter 


jhamber should be added by.building 
tn eight-inch partition wall after the 
bottom has been paved. 
This wall 


ihould be built a little higher than the 
mtlet of the overflow pipe. The walls 
>f both compartments should be plas- 
ered with a good coat of cement mor- 
ar, composed of one part of good 
Portland cement and two parts clean, 
sharp sand, excepting ten or twelve 
nches of the bottom of the parti-

Itted with a fine strainer to exclude 
nsects or vermin. 
A cut-off should 


ie placed on the rain-water pipe leadr 
ng to the cistern to divert the flow 
o the outside when necessary, as, for 
nstance. for a short time at the begin- 
ning of the rains to exclude the dirt 
olle.cted on the roof and in the out- 
ers. 


The cistern may be built of concrete, 


md may be either round or rectangu- 
ar. The round form is the more dlffl- 
-ult to build, but It is the stronger. 


TTse of a Pump—A small force pump 
laced at one end of the kitchen sink, 
vith the suction pipe reaching to the 
"istcrn, is a convenient means of get- 
Ing the soft-water supply If the more 
expensive method of using a gravity 
ank or pneumatic, tank and piping the 
oft water to the sink, wash basins 
and bath tub is not desired. 
If a 


gravity soft-water tank is placed in the 
attic It can have a direct connection 
vith a rain-water leader which will 
teep the tank full during the rainy 
cason. This connection must be sup- 
•hed with an automatic cut-off which 
rill send the water to the cistern when 
he attic tank is full. The force, pump 
•an be connected to the tank and used 
o fill it In dry seasons.

FEEDS AND FEEDING 


RIGHT KIND OF A FEEDING 


STEER. 


The steer that will lay on fat quick- 


ly should have a good, even back, well 
covered with flesh along the parts 
that are most valuable.. The feed- 
ers' animal, as well as the beef, should 
be-well covered with flesh. He must 
have a well spring rib, a large capaci- 
ty for food and a strong constitution. 
To have a strong constitution It must 
have a strong heart girth. 
It must 


be a nice, deep anlma"!, well apart in 
front, with a good, deep barrel,- long 
rib, and underline, as well as a 
straight top line. For a good feeder, 
look to the head. If the animal should 
have a large, prominent eye. a wide 
nostril, a good, big mouth and a nice 
muzzle, you may bank on htm as a 
good feeder. 


The handling Qualities in both a 


butcher's bit Mock and a feeder are 
very Important.

way 
to 


describe that is by saying "have n 
Bteln that Is firm but not hard, mel- 
low but not soft." 
Flabbiness Indi- 


cates too much fat and lack of muscle.

When corn grown In one section of 


the country for a number of years-13 
moved to another oectlon where soil 
and climate are different, the plant al- 
ways undergoes more or less of a 
change during the first two or three 
years before it becomes "adapted" to 
Its new conditions. 


The definite effect of climate In mod- 


ifying the corn plant Is shown In the 
following experiment: 
Seed of two 


varieties of corn, Snowflako White and 
Iowa Gold Mine, was obtained from 
Iowa and grown in Nebraska for two 
years. In the third year seed was taken 
from this, and seed was also obtained 
from the original source in Iowa. 


These were ail planted in adjacent 


plats at the experiment station, 
A 


marked difference was shown through- 
out the experiment between the dif- 
ferent plats. 
In the Snowflake "White 


•ariety the stalk from the seed that 
ifirl grown In central Nebraska for 
two years had decreased almost a foot 
in height, the ear was S.S Inches lower 
down arid the ear shank" almost two 
inches shorter, while the plants from 
Nebraska seed had an average of 1.2 
fewer leaves.

CHARGE FEED SLOWLY. 


Prof. Eckels of Missouri warns farm- 
a to change, cows from dry feed to 


grass very slowly, particularly if .the 
low. of milk is large. Young, imma- 
.ure grass, especially in the early days 
of spring, contains a large amount of 
vater. Wheat and rye pasture are of 
he same nature. 
This feed Is com- 


monly called "washy," and dry feed 
should therefore be continued and re- 
duced gradually for two weeks or more 
after the cows are turned Into the pas- 
:ure, even if (he grass is large enough 
:or feeding. Cows fed on grain while 
on pasture will produce much more 
milk than If pasture alone Is allowed; 


The weight of both stalk and ear 


was found to ba heavier in the .corn 
grown from the seed Just from Iowa, 
but the proportion of ear to stalk was 
higher in the acclimated corn. 


The Nebraska corn averaged about 


200 square inches less leaf area, which 
was to be expected of plants grown 
in a drier climate. The yield of grain 
was in favor of the home-grown seed. 


Similar conclusions were Indicated 


from the variety tests of the'twenty- 
two-varieties that-were tested by the 
co-operating farmers in various parts 
of the state; thirteen were Nebraska 
grown, four were from: Illinois, two 
from Iowa, one'from Indiana, and two 
from Ohio. 


In these experiments the significant 


fact.was revealed that not one of the 
nine varieties, the seed of which was 
grown outside the state, ever took first 


even second place in the average 


results of the state. 


These results do not Indicate that 


the" varieties from the other states 
are poorer seed than our own. Their 
low yield is due to the fact that they 
are not at first adapted or acclimated 
tp Nebraska,conditions. 


The lesson to bo learned from this is 


that to get the best results in corn 
growing the seed must be home grown, 
and grown not only In the same state, 
but in the same locality.

The best farmers have come to the 


conclusion that it is wise to let the 
cows out a little while every day. Like 
the rest of us. they need exercise to 
give them health. 
Of course, In bad, 


stormy weather, the outing should be 
short—just long enough to give them 


chance to drink. Then let them 


jack in and brush them down if any 
snow clings to them. 
Tho farmers 


who take the best care of their stock 
iro the ones who succeed the best 


They browse on brush and weeds, 


but need the same feed as sheep. 


They weigh on the average about 


as much as Shropshire sheep. 


Tho-best grades will produce from 


three to six pounds of mohair per 
year, but the average is about two- 
thirds as much. 


Mohair is worth from SO to 45 centa 


per pound, and the demand is good. 


Let a horse eat all the dirt he wants. 


He needs it. 
It is a good plan to 


throw a chunk of turf into the feed 
box occasionally.

- wap-haye no use for the precious blood 
oif Christ, - but Insist that they know a 
.better and more beautiful way, even 
the way of their own righteousness 
(Rom. s; 3). All such are, like Cain, of 
the wicked one and not of God and 
will find themselves, with, their leader, 
In ''the world to come in the place of 
torment 


,We must see these men coming to an 


appointed place (probably as near as 
possible to the presence of God at the, 
ea?t of the garden) to worship God, and 
as they present their offerings, one in 
faith or obedience, the other in unbe- 
lief or disobedience. God accepts the 
one and rejects the other. We are not 
left without information as to how 
God accepted sacrifice. In Lev. ii, 24; 
Judg. vi, 21; siii, 20; I King xvIH, 24, 
38rII Chron. vil, 1-3, we have abundant 
testimony, and we can Bee by faith 
the fire from the flaming sword touch- 
ing and consuming Abel's 
offering, 


while Cain's remains untouched, and 
his rebellion deepens, and he Is angry 
against God and against his brother 
and hates both, and the murder that 
was in his heart becomes nn awful 
reality in due time, for the great mur- 
derer had taken possession of him 
(liJohnrili, 16; John viii, 44). 


Yet sea the love of God as He rea- 


6or|S with Cain and points him to the 
em .offering still within his reach for 
him to accept and offer if he will, for 
verse 7 really says, "A sin offering is 
at your door." But Cain will not sub- 
mit to God; The line of Cain Is seen 
not only In this chapter to the end, but 
in a • Pharaoh, a'Sennacherib, and all 
blasphemers until the last of whom we 
read in Dan. si, 86, 46; ReV. xlii. 


But the Lord iiveth who wil! bring 


every one and every work Into judg- 
ment, and the question, "Where is 
Abel, thy brother''" Js still ringing 
down the ages, and though many may 
eay, "Am I my brother's keeper?" 
Ezek, xxxill, 7, 8, indicates that much 
blood may be required at tbe hands of 
many. If we know the gospel of the 
grace of God, we are debtors to all 
who know It not, to give it to them 
«lso, bnt are we ready? (Rom. 1,14-16.) 
Note Jehovah's two questions In ill, 9; 
Iv, 0, "Where art thou?" "Where is thy 
brother," and may we hear them to 
some purpose. The only way to God 
Is by Him against whom the sword 
awaked (Zech. rill, 7), for there is none 
other name under heaven whereby we 
may be saved, and there is no salva- 
tion through Him but by His precious 
blood (Acts iv, 12; Lev. xvil, 11; Heb. 
Is, 12, 22). As to the Infallibility or 
these Genesis records let It suffice ttat 
He wno spake as never man spake or 
would dare to speak indorses the rec- 
ord of the creation of Adam and Eve 
and speaks of the blood of righteous 
Abel (Jfatt sir, 4, G; irlll, 35).

There Is something very consolatory 


to me in the fact that the character 
sketches of the Old and the New Tes- 
taments do not deal entirely with the 
Enochs and the Joshuas and the Jo- 
sephs. These men. to be frank, are 
too good for me to feel fellowship with 
them. 1 read and re-read the records 
of their lives and I do not find one 
flaw in them. But when I find God of 
fering his mercy and pardon to a Ja 
cob and a David and a Peter and a 
doubting Thomas, I say 
to myself 


"Ah, if God can cleanse such men ol 
their sins, I know he can and wil 
cleanse me of my sins, if I only throw 
myself upon his mercy and his love.' 
Now, 
our Lord's disciples had 
the 


same doubts and the same failings in 
their m.ture, as 
we have. 
Though 


they lived very close to Jesus in a phy- 
sical sense, they were just as far from 
him in a spiritual sense as some of UB 
are. 
The same problems and 
diffi- 


culties which are worrying us were 
worrying them. The same questions 
which aro being discussed by us were 
being discussed by them. And hero 
today we find one of the greatest of all 
modern questions being brought by 
them to Christ for settlement. 


The Problem of Suffering. 


Jesus was one day going out of the 


Temple accompanied by his friends. 
There by one of the gates stood a 
young man, blind from his birth. He 
was a beggar. He had that mute ap- 
peal of sightless eyeballs so.pathetic 
to look ,at. He stood there as hun- 
dreds of blind men'dicants now stand 
in the east, begging for money, with 
toe words: 
"Baksbif .h! 
Bakshish! 


For-the love of God, give me 
bak- 


shish!" I think that the disciples, as 
:hey were .walking along, had their 
leads together talking earnestly upon 
some great gospel theme. They want- 
;d Christ .to explain for them some of 
;he knotty 
questions of 
theology 


which we all -want him to dr 
Among 


tnese problems was probably that of 
suffering. 
"Was it true, as so many 


Jews .believed; that affliction was sent 
as 'punishment for sin? We know 
'rom the Book of Job, that such an 
dea-T?as prevalent, but was it true? 
There were some facts that contra- 
dicted, the theory. Some 
men who 


were undoubtedly good, yet were great 
sufferers. This difficulty was so obvi- 
ous that another theory had 
sprung 


ip. There were some who said: "Per- 
iaps the sufferer Is good, and his suf- 
eririg may be the result of the sin of 
his ancestors." As they talked, they 
noticed the conspicuous beggar at the 
Temple gate, and they made his case 
he subject of a question to 
their 


faster. 
Why was this man blind? 


Was his blindness a punishment for 
lis own sm or for some sin committed 
by his parents. This is a question 
which has long been a mystery, an^ 
lerhaps you and I have discussed It a 
mndred times. What did Jesus say? 
Vhy, he said: "Neither hath this 
man sinned nor hie parents, but that 
he works of God should be made man- 
fest in him." 


Have you grasped the full signifi- 


cance of tbis answer? If you do, you 
lave the key to some of the mysteries 
f your own life. God his sent to you 
hat lung trouble, or that dullness of 
hearing, or that dimness of eyesight, 
T that family trouble, or that financial 
listreas, not on account of your sins, 
T on account of your parents' sins, 
iut that God's mercy and power might 
IB made manifest to all the world in 
our life. Do you believe that? Well, 
: not, I want to plead with you to he- 
eve it. Therefor), let us try and find 
ut how the works of 
God can be 


made manifest in your present phy- 
Ical, mental and spiritual troubles, as 


^^^ 
************* * 
they were made manifest In the mi- 
raculous cure of the young man of the 
east who was born blind, and who had 
his eyesight given to him when ho 
obeyed the commands of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


Heating of the Blind Man. 


When this blind man's eyes were 


opened, Christ performed a miracle 
which no power on earth had ever 
been able to do. He was not an ocu- 
list, who was cutting away a cataract 
which, as a dark curtain, had been 
dropped over the eyeball of 
an old 


man. 
He was not a charlatan who was 


making a salve cut of the mud to as- 
suage the inflammation of the opt ha 1- 
mlc nerves. 
But he was a miracle 


worker, who could give hearing to a 
deaf and a dumb man who had been 
born without any ear-drum, without 
any sounding-board to catch the waves 
of sound as they came surging into the 
ivory vestibules of the ear. In other 
words, Christ was giving to this young 
man of the east his eyesight, when 
there was no visual organ there, when 
the ocular nerves were gone. 
The 


work Christ was doing for that young 
man's eyes was exactly what he could 
do if he put a new leg 
upon your 


body, after your leg had been crushed 
in a railroad accident and amputated 
by the surgeon's knife. Never since 
the world was created, up to the time 
of Jesus, had any man ever received 
his sight after he had been ..orn blind. 
This miracle was a test case. Christ 
was practically saying, "If I can give 
eyesight to this afflicted one, I can do 
everything and anything, oh ye of lit- 
tle faith." 


Power to Save and Heal. 


The other day I saw a picture of the 


new gallery of one of the largest audi- 
toriums of the west. It was filled with 
hundreds of bags of sand and lime. 
They were put there to test the 
strength, of the gallery, as every rail- 
road bridge is tested before a passen- 
ger train is allowed to go over it. 
Those sand bags were practically say- 
ing, 
"If this gallery can hold up my 


weight, It can hold up the bod'is of 
hundreds 
of people 
who shall b 


crowded into it." So Christ, by curing 
the eyesight of one born blind, was 
proving to the world that his superhu- 
man power could accomplish anything, 
since It could cure one born blind. 


If we use blindness or any other In- 


curable physical infirmity, as the sym- 
bol of sin, we have a right to infer 
that the power which can give sight 
or remove the infirmity, is a superhu- 
man power, and that the same power 
can eradicate sin. An old legend tells 
us that Martin Luther, when he was 
;prn by remorse, and angushing over 
lis past sins, had a strange dream. At 
that -time he was very sick. While he 
ay in his bed, he saw the evil one en- 
.er his room with a huge scroll upon 
his back. 


With a demoniac leer, he suddenly 


jegan to unroll it. The scroll seemed 
;o grow larger and larger, as it un- 
'olded before Luther's eyes. Then, as 
;he fiend began to unroll this scroll, 
uther began to read. And as he read 


on, he found out that this long scroll 
was the record of his past evil life. 
'There are thy sins," the fiend 
chuckled. 
"Aha, see the . record of 


hem is all there." But as Martin Lu- 
ther read on, suddenly a passage of 
scripture flashed Into his mind. He 
•aised himself upon his sick bed ana 
said: "Oh, demon, you have forgotten 
o put something in that record- The 
record is true, but you have forgotten 
he one promise which cancels all that 
ghastly list. Write it there. Write It 
here, now; 'The blood of Jesus Christ 
lis son, cleanseth us from all sin.'" 
No sooner did Luther speak thus, the 
»ld legend says, "than the flend gath- 


ered up his long, heavy scroll and with 
a wild cry 
of defeat, fled Into the 


darkness of the night." That may be 
only a legend,, but U is the consolation 
of many a sin-burdened heart. 
Like 


the blind, man of the east, we have 
been staggering along in the darkness 
of our sins. But Jesus has come and 
touched our eyes. Jesus has cleansed 
us. Jesus has made a test case out of 
our sins. On account 
of his shec 


blood, he has spoken to our repentanl 
souls: "Thou art whole. 
Thou arl 


whole." Oh, the wonderful miracle of 
the kindled eyesight of the blind man 
of tho east! 
Oh, the 
divine grace 


which can cleanse us from all sin! 


The Sufferer's Plight. 


But it is not sufficient here to make 


a general statement that this young 
man, having his eyesight given to him 
is the symbol of our own lives being 
cleansed of sin by a supernatural pow- 
er. We must go more into detail and 
tell you how this young man came to 
have his eyesight given to him. In 
the first place, we would state he was 
not a disciple of Jesus Christ at all'. 
Up to the time Peter asked, "Master, 
who did sin, this man or his parents 
that he was born blind?" I do not be- 
lieve he had ever heard of Jesus, or 
he had ever spoken to Jesus, or that 
Jesus had ever spoken to him. He 
was just one of those miserable beg- 
gars of the east, who live on charity. 


There, these beggars may he met on 


every street 
Like the Jerusalem 


dogs, they crawl under the very hoofs 
of your horses. They greet you in the 
country. 
They follow you Into the 


city. They are at every street corner. 
They are cursed at and spat 
upon. 


"Get out of the way there, you beg- 
gar!" you can hear the cry on almost 
every hand. They are the vampire's, 
the offscourings of the east. Like the 
poltroons of Rome, who used to cut off 
their thumbs, so they could not shoot 
a bow and arrow, and would therefore 
be Immune from conscription in the 
Roman army, some of these beggars 
of the east mutilate themselves, In 
order to escape work and to be able 
to better ply their trade of begging. 
Ah, yes, this poor blind beggar, of the 
east must have been 
well used j;o 


kicks and cuffs and upbraidments. But 
no sooner had Peter finished talking, 
than a most wonderful 
experience 


was his. 
The blind man could not 


see, but he could hear. He could feel. 
And oh, the softest voice began to talk 
to him. 
Every word was a gentle 


word of 
love. The 
softest 
touch 


pressed his eyelids. This strange Be- 
ing came and put some salve upon his 
eyes, and then said, "Son, go to the 
Pool of. Siloam and wash." The blind 
man could not make out who this 
strange Being was, but he felt that he 
must be either a God, or the represen- 
tative of a God. Thus the blind man 
went arid came seeing.' -rhat is the 
symbol of true conversion. It is obey- 
ing Christ as the blind man obeyed 
him. It is just giving yourself up to 
his will. It Is -doing what he wants 
you to do, even though it may seem a 
foolish way of getting cured.- 
The 


blind man obeyed Christ, even though 
he could not tell who he was. 


Knowledge Follows Obedience. 


"Oh," you answer, "I do want Jesus 


for my savior, but I cannot understand 
how he could be co-equal with God, 
and yet be born of Mary the Virgin. 
I want to believe it, but I cannot. I 
don't undersand how this Jesus could 
be resurrected from the dead. I do 
not understand how he could perform 
these miracles." Don't you, my broth- 
er? Perhaps you do not see bis face 
as Paul saw It on the Damascus road. 
But that does not prevent your trust- 
Ing him like the blind man of the east. 
Even though you cannot understand 


all about him, cannot you hear his 
sweet voice? Cannot 
you feel 
the 


touch of his fingers upoa your eye- 
lids? Cannot you hear him saying to 
you, as he spake to the blind maa of 
the east: 
"Go wash In the Pool of 


Siloam." Cannot you hear his dear 
voice sneaking? Will you surrender 
yourself and obey his will? 


Oh, that we could all live In the sim- 


ple faith in which Sir David Bi-ewster, 
tho great scientist, lived and died. 
When he was coming near to the end 
of his life, he said to his Christian 
physician, Sir James Simpson; 
"I 


shall see Jesus, and that will be grand. 
I shall see him who made the worlds." 
Then he went on and explained to Dr. 
Simpson that one of the greatest de- 
sires of his life in reaching heaven 
was to have so many things explained 
which he could not understand here. 
Then, as the end drew near, he whis- 
pered: 
"Yes. I have had the light for 


many years, and oh, how bright It Is. 
I feel so safe, so satisfied." 
Cannot 


you be like the gentle. Christian David 
Brewster? 
Cannot you bo like the 


the blind man of the East? Cannot 
you just obey Christ and leave the 
mysteries to be solved later? Oh, how 
soft that -Dice is. 
How gentle is that 


touch. 
Canst thou not hear him sen- 


tly say, "Go wash in the Pool of Si- 
lonm." 
..u thy blindness, wilt thou 
not go? 


But there is another fact you must 


bear well in mind. 
No sooner did 


this young man have his eyes opened 
at the Slloam Pool, than he became 
brave enough and manly enough to 
speak the truth and tell what Jesus 
had done for him. 
He was not a 


craven-hearted ungrateful coward, as 
were his timid parents. 
He was one 


of those high-principled, true, noble 
fellows, who never believed In going 
back upon a friend, or refusing to 
give the credit to the person who has 
done them a favor. 
But before we 


show what the true-heartedness of 
this young man was able to do for 
Christ, let us turn for a little while 
and study the parents of this blind 
boy. You cannot praise the boy's 
manliness, without condemning the 
timidity of the 
father and mother. 


These two parents, of all people, 
ought to have been most gratful to 
Jesus. 


In the Blind Man's Home. 


Come, let us imagine for. a little 


while, that we are sitting in the home 
of these parents. It is about noon. 
The two old folks are taking their 
dinner. 
The blind son is not there, 


for he is up at the Temple begging, as 
is his wont. AVhen his guide led him 
there in the morning, the blind boy 
took his lunch along. The father has 
just finished his meal, and he is 
stretching out his arms as he walks to 
the door. Suddenly he turns, and calls, 
"Mother! Mother! Come quick! Is not 
that our James running up the road? 
Look, he has cast away his staff! 
Look, he Is running as though he 
could see! 
No one is guiding him. 


Look, the people are following him in 
great multitudes! 
Calling, 'He sees! I 


He Bees? The blind boy sees!' Yes,! 
It is our boy, and his eyes are opened, j 
He sees! He sees!" The old mother I 
trembles 
with 
excitement. 
Great ] 


tears of joy are 
running down the i 


father' cheeks. And when the Bon en-! 
ters, they stroke his hair again and) 
again, and look into his face with such j 
a deep, heartfelt gratitude. They keep ! 
saying, "My boy! my boy! my boy! : 
No longer a blind beggarl 
He sees! 


He sees!" 


Testimony for Christ. 


Now what happens? No sooner is. 


the first exciting welcome over, than 
the parents say to their eon, "My boy! 
who gave you these eyes? How dost: 
thou see?" 
Then the son replies.! 


"Why, mother and father, this was my 
experience. 
I was down near the 


Temple begging. A man by the name i 
of Jesus came along. 
He had the 


sweetest voice. He had the gentlest 
touch. He made a salve. 
This he 


rubbed upon my eyelids. 
Then he 


;old me to go and wash in the Pool of 
Siloam. Oh, mother! I want you to 
come with me and thank Jesus for my 
eyes." 
"What!" says the mother. 


"Jesus? Is it the same Jesus whom 
the leaders of the church are trying 
to kllJ? No. No. My son, don't men- 
tion his name. "Why, jf you *]o this, 
the church leaders will excommuni- 
cate us, and we shall never have any 
of our neighbors as our friends. You 
have your eyes. Of course ibis man 
Jesus cannot lake them away from 
you. 
Now you had better pretend 


that he had nothing to do with this 
miracle." Did you ever hear anything 
meaner? 
Did you ever know of an 


action more contemptible than that of 
the IMrents of that young man who 
had received his siijht? 


I have given to you ihe gist of their 


actions in my own language. Oh, yes, 
I know of some other actions just as 
contemptible. They are your actions 
and mine, when we refuse to give God 
the credit for all Christ has done for 
us and ours. We are in exactly ihe 
same position as were these parents 
who refused to give Jesus the credit 
of opening the blind eyes of their son, 
when they said, "By what means he 
now seeth we know not, or who hath 
opened his eyes we know not. He Is 
of age, ask him; let him speak for 
himself." Are we so cowardly that we 
will not give Christ the credit for 
what he has done for us and ours? 


But, 
though we would blame the 


craven-hearted parents who would not 
speak one word for Jesus Christ, how 
gladly we turn to eulogizing the no- 
bility and the bravery and the true 
hcartedness of this man of my test, in 
whom the works of God were here 
made manifest. 
No coward was he. 


Not a tremor did he have. He was 
not one of those who would go with 
a man only long enough to get all he 
could out of him and then drop him. 
Nay. 
A friend with him was a friend 


all through. 
AVhen the hirelings of 


the high priest came to him and said: 
"If you do not denounce this Jesus, 
wo will excommunicate thee," the 
young man's eyes flashed and his hand 
clinched and his cheeks flushed as he 
proudly lifted his head and scornfully 
answered, "I will not deny him. ' You 
may kill me if you like. I will never 
go back on the Jesus who has done so 
much for me. Whether he be a sinner 
or no, I know not. One think I know, 
that whereas I was blind, now I see." 


The Growing Light. ^ 


And what was the result of this 


young man's testimony? 
Though he 


had the smallest conviction of Christ; 
though he could not tell who Jesus 


in the broad Christian concep- 


tion; though he could only say, "He" 
opened my eyes and I see," yet that 
young man's testimony ^ was able to 
win many disciples to ' the cross. 
Have you not read the chapter of iny 
text? No sooner had this young man 
told his simple story, than- there was 


a 
division among the 
multitudes. 


Some stil! scoffed at Christ. 
Some 


will always scoff. 
But some who 


came to scoff, Jic^Jt and prayod. For 
the bible says, "Others said how can . 
a man that is a sinner do such mir- 
acles?" And, my brother, you may be 
a spiritual weakling, but if you go 
forth earnestly and faithfully to tes- 
tify for the Master with the light you 
have, you will win many souls to 
Christ. 
Yes, you can win them to 


Christ now. 


But I cannot close without drawing 


attention to the most tremendous fact 
of this story. Though this young man 
only had a crude conception of Christ 
when his eyes were opened, yet as 
soon as he was brave enough, and 
true enough to live up to the gospel 
light which he had, Christ revealed 
himself in all the beauty of holiness 
to him. Just read that chapter-—it Is 
a beautiful story. It is only one step 
from the crude belief to the perfect 
belief. If you will go forth and servo 
God by the light you have, Christ will 
come to you as he camo 10 the young 
man of the cast, whose eyesight he 
had kindled, and he will say, "Dost 
thou believe on the Son of God? Thou 
hast seen Him, and it Is he that talk- 
eth with thee." "And he said, Lord, 
I believe. And he worshipped him." 
Yes, 
if we will only continue to serve 


God by the light wo have, Jesus Christ 


l continue more and more to reveal 


himself to us in a brighter and a 
holier and truer light. 


A Bishop's Fidelity. 


Thus today, whether we are old or 


young, rich or poor, church members 
or non-church members, I feel that we 
are one and all standing in tho light 
of some gospel truth. Are we ready 
to obey that ruth as much as we see 
It? 
Are we ready to proclaim that 


truth no matter what eartly power bids 
us nay? Are we ready to bo true to 
Christ, as was Bishop Latlmer whea 
preaching before King Henry VIII. 
In the midst of his'sermon, he sud- 
denly stopped and said: 
"Lathner! 


Latimer! 
Latlmer! 
Remember thou 


are In the presence of thy king. :• Heed 
well what thou sayest to him." : Then 
iie paused again and said: "Latlmer! 
Latimer! 
Latimer! 
Remember that 


thou art In the presence of the King 
of kings. Heed well what thou sayest. 
[\ Is more important.to.obey^tlie King 
of kings than it is to obey any earthly 
potentate." Oh,:my friends, are you 
saying this? Will you be as true to 
the King of kings .as-Tvas Hugh; Latl- 
mer, or the young man of the; east, 
who 'was brave enough to 'be true to 


Ihrlst when he said, "Whether lie be 
a siuner or no I know not, but one 
:hing I know, that whereas I was 
blind, now I see."

The resolution is identical with that 


introduced by Senator Foraker on De- 
cember 19, last, except for the declar- 
ation against raising the question of 
legality of the president's act. The 
words "without questioning the legal- 
ity or justice of any act of the.presi- 
dent in relation thereto," were Insert- 
ed as the result of the 
conferences 


called to harmonize the differences of 
republican senators after the . intro- 
duction by Senator Blackburn of his 
amendment to endorse the president.
